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County Board of Education tointed Wrong Way _ 


At their last meeting the Coffee County 
Boord of Education authorized Zion Chapel 
to add a tenth grade to its junior high school 
on @ one year, strictly trial basis. 

Zion Chapel, along with Goodman, New 
Hope and Mt. Pleasant has been commended 
by men from the state department of educ- 
ation for conducting a first class junior high 
school, School patrons in the Jack Commun- 
ity work hard for their school and support 
it with time and money, Many improvements 
in present facilities are not from tax 
money but funds, earned on different pro- 


| jects. For this the entire community de- 
i serves praise. 


The faculty at Zion Chapel. meas- 
sures up to standards set by the state 
department of education anu is dving a 
fine job, according to inspector's re- 
ports. In a state survay three years ago 
it was recommended that Zion Chapel 
be one of the permanent junior highs in 
Coffee County. That report did 
not say anything about adding a 10th 
grade to the school curriculum. Instead 
it went the other way and recommended 
consolidation of present high schools. 

Because of this recommendation by 
trained edcuators, we can’t agree with the 


, logic of the county board in allowing the 


establishment of a tenth grade at Zion Cha- 
pel, even though it was at no cost to the 


; county. No matter how good the staff at 
| Zion Chapel, they just don’t have the fac- 
ilities offered at any of the other county 
operations on Miami's MacArthur | 
| 


high schools. 

Bill Daughtry, principal at Zion Chapel, 
based his arguiment for a 10th grade on the 
fact that 58 1-3 per cent of the ninth grade 


pupils at Zion Chapel did not continue their 
, schooling, He did not compare this with the 
'£catewide average of ninth graders who fail 


to continue their schooling or mention im- 


| Portant economic and social factors which 


have a bearing on a student’s ability to con- 
tinue school, 
Given thirty 10th grade students at 


| Zion Chapel this year,: they still will not 
'be able to add 
, in 1955-56. Nor will they receive any credit 


an instructor to their staff 


for the additional enrollment. In the same 
category, the county will not receive any 


i money from the state for transporting the 
j tenth graders to Zion Chapel. Since the 


tenth grade at the school is not accredited 
by the state, the department of education 
will not allow any funds for its operation 
or authorize any instructors for it ‘next 


school year even if the enrollment reaches 
6U students, 

in Kiba the tenth grade subjects are 
lnglish, Biology, First Year Algebra, World 
History, Vocational Agriculture, Home Eco- 
nomics and this year a foreign language if 
enough students ask for it, English is re- 
quired with the student being permitted to 
take electives to fill out his schedule. 

Probably the most important sub- 
ject to the majority. of boys at Zion 
Chapel is Vocational Agriculture, Spec- 
ists for this job are provided at the 
four high schools in the county along 
with expensive shop layouts. Tenth 
graders under smaller setups will be 
denied the advantage of using this equip 
ment and having instructors such as R. 
S. Jones of Elba who received a masters 
degree this summer. 

Then important extra-curricular act- 
ivities that add to a pupil's complete educa- 
tion cannot be financed for just a few. Band 
and music top this list with training offer- 
ed by competing in athletics such as foot- 
ball and basketball coming second. Honors 
going to the scholar such as membership 
in the Beta Club have to be overlooked. 
Speech and expression are another impor- 
tant extra available in larger schools, 

Parents with children attending 10th 
grade at the school should know their boys 
and girls will have to take entrance exam- 
inations when they transfer to Elba, Troy 
or whatever high school they are going to 
attend. If they don’t pass the test, the prin- 
cipal of the school concerned has every right 
to insist they start his school in the tenth 
instead of the eleventh grade. A student at- 
tending tenth grade classes at Zion Chapel 
is much more likely to lose a year than his 
neizhbor who starts off in an accredited 
high school. 

Enough money is not available in 
Zion Chapel to give tenth graders facili- 
ties to obtain the education they are en- 
titled to at that age. Zeal of the staff to 
give their students the best will not be 
enough to overcome. the handicap of 
lack of equipment. 

We can understand that Zion Chapel 
wants to build up its already good school 
and admire their spirit in going after what 
they want, However, we don’t agree with 
the county board in allowing this decentral- 
ization of high school students when all the 
experts and low finances point toward more 
and more consolidation. 


Rate Protection Assured Users of Natural Gas 


Only one more court ruling stands in 
the way of getting the Southest Alabama 
Gas District over its legal barriers and on 
the market with its bonds to finance con- 
struction of natural gas facilities in this 


part of the state. 


With certain modifications the Alabama 
Supreme Court upheld lower court rulings 
on the gas district. Both courts held valid 
(1) the state statutes creating the South- 
east Alabama Gas District; (2) governing 
the lease or sale of municipal butane gas 
plants, and (8) regulating the transfer of 


|gas franchises, 


Modifications of the Simmons ruling in 
Circuit Court were on three 
(1) that cities cannot ,bind them- 
‘elves to make exclusive a public utility 
franchise: (2) that rates and charges auth- 
orized to be fixed for natural gas cannot be 
than a‘reasonable charge for the ser-

; Vice and are subject to judicial (court) re- 


view; and (3) that utility franchises grant- 
ed by cities of over 6,000 population shall 
not be operative longer than 30 years from 
the date when granted. 

The one remaining legal hurdle is 
the case of Victor Mavity, Dothan gas 
dealer, who has sought an injunction to 
bar the city of Dothan from granting 
a franchise to the Southeast Alabama 
Gas District. Mavity’s decision was 
overrulled in Houston Circuit Court and 
he has appealed it to the state’s highest 
tribunal. A decision is expected within 
another few weeks. 

When this test is out of the way, grs 
district officials will be able to go ahead with 
the sale of their bonds to finance construc- 
tion of transmission lines. However, the le- 
have definitely quashed the 
idea of having gas here in time for cold 
weather.
